Keeping the Fires Burning 

A few words might be in order 
as time marches on. Amateur Radio 
has always been associated with 
relays—and the work required to keep 
our association a live, viable entity 
goes on regardless of individuals. Two 
things tend to enter the picture—the age 
of the individuals who work, and the 
seemingly always increasing demands 
of the work. 

In the beginning, about 45 years 
ago, only a single small card file was 
required to keep QCWA records. As 
short a time as 15 years ago records 
were kept individually, using cards 
sorted into files. It is only since 1985 
that QCWA became large enough, and 
the duties involved to the extent that 
computer equipment was deemed nec- 
essary to just keep up with the growth 
of QCWA, and the demands of its 
membership. 

Before 1985 we used cards en- 
tirely, and our OCWA Journal was 
published from pages which were hand 
typed, cut and glued to a master page 
and then photographed and printed. 
Late in 1989 the work of publishing the 
QCWA Journal had increased to the 
point that desktop publishing methods 
uulizing exotic computer equipment 
was required. QCWA Officers and 
Directors provided the means by 
which equipment required was ob- 
tained and utilized to the benefit of 
membership and the organization. 

During the past several years we 
have been in a learning stage and 
things have gone very well. Only one 
problem seemed to be increasing in 
importance. That is, the ability of those 
doing the work to keep up the pace. 

Specifically, when we began the 
QCWA managerial work we were 62

years of age, had a little hair left, and 
a good deal of energy. Now, 15 years 
and 2 months later the hair is gone and 
the energy is depleted. 

As time passed, it became obvi- 
ous that the baton needed to be passed 
to younger and more vigorous hands. 
Our portion of the relay race has 
ended, and the race continues with new 
hands at the helm. For us here, the 
experience has been joyous in every 
sense. We have loved the work, and 
will miss it greatly. 

We are pleased that the work is 
passing into the hands of Jim Walsh, 
W7LVN, our good friend, and one 
that we have every confidence in. Our 
closing wish is that all of you wonder- 
ful QCWA members will give Jim the 
help and encouragement that we have 
always received. | know that with that, 
QCWA’s future is assured.

QCWA has been promised 15,000 
square feet of display area in the 
beautiful Western Heritage Museum 
in Omaha, NB. 

This ornately crafted building 
contains marble floors, high ceilings, 


and more than 200,000 square feet of 


exhibit space. The museum soon will 
be spending $43 million to add an 
additional 100,000 square feet, so later 

—when weneed more space—we’ ve been 
assured we'll have it. 


The Western Heritage Museum was built 
by the Union Pacific Railroad between 1929 
and 1933 at a cost of $13 million dollars. 
“And remember,” says Leo Meyerson, 
WOGFQ, “those were Depression dollars, 
not 1991 dollars.” 


The QCWA Radio Collection is 
one of only two electronic exhibits 
here—the other being the Leo Meyerson 
Radio Collection. As Leo points out. 
“We're extremely fortunate to have 
this building so that future amateurs 
can see the complete history of ham 
radio from the teens through the 
present.”

QCWA’s collection includes 3000 tubes. 


Among the more prized items in 
the current collection are a complete 
spark transmitter, a homemade saw 
used to cut quartz crystals, and a 1906 
Lee DeForest vacuum tube. Commer- 
cial equipment you can view include 
the Crosley “Pup,” several Atwater 
Kent and Grebe receivers, plus one 
each Breting 9, 12, and 15. 

Leo’s goal is to exhibit every 
piece of amateur equipment ever 
manufactured. Presently the QCWA 
exhibit is sharing 3,000 square feet of 
temporary space. A permanent ex- 
hibit won't be completed for another 
two years, but even at that there’s 
room now for several hundred more 
pieces.

Loveland, CO Remembers Hams for Help 
During Big Thompson Canyon Flood 


Using the theme “Lest We For- 
get,” the city of Loveland, CO held a 
memorial service July 31, 1991 to 
recognize several organizations who 
had responded during the July 31, 
1976 Big Thompson Canyon Flood 
which claimed 144 lives. 

Lest we forget that day fifteen 
years ago... 


Loveland and the lower portions 
of the canyon had had cloud-free 
sunshine all day, and were enjoying a 
starlit night. Meanwhile, a stationary 
storm was dumping an estimated 
twelve inches of rain in 3 1/2 hours 20 
miles upstream, creating a wall of 
water over 25 feet high which washed 
out homes, campsites, bridges, and US 
Highway 34. 

Approximately 100 Colorado 
hams responded to the flood area to 
provide three kinds of communica- 
tions: 

A formal network tied together 
the various civilian and military agen- 
cies, providing radio channels from the 
rescue helicopter landing sites to the 
local emergency room and to the local 
high school, which served as a refugee 
center. 

A group of hams from Denver

brought 450 MHz equipment to pro- 
vide access to the Denver telephone 
exchanges. The telephone systems in 
Estes Park and in the canyon had been 
severely damaged. TheLoveland tele- 
phone system was not damaged. but 
was so overloaded that it became 
unusable. 

High frequency stations were set 
up in Estes Park 
and at the 
Loveland High 
School to handle 
incoming and out- 
going Health and 
Welfare traffic. 
Media reports that 
there were “an es- 
timated 2,500 va- 
cationers in the 
_ canyon” and that 
the canyon “had 
been devastated.” 
At one point, the 
missing persons list 
swelled to 10,000 
names as people 
all over the United 
States tried to lo- 
cate their friends and relatives thought 
to be vacationing “somewhere in Colo- 
rado.” 

Officials had high praise for the 
hams’ efforts, and Loveland City 
Councilman Ivan Engelhardt 
presented a plaque to Clyde Glass, 
NOCG, President of North Colorado 
Chapter 143, who was the Loveland 
RACES Radio Officer in 1976. 


The plaque reads: 


To honor the persistent 
dedication and exemplary service 
of the HAM RADIO 
OPERATORS 
in the relief efforts following 
the Big Thompson Flood 
of July 31, 1976. 

In memory this 31st of July, 1991 
“Lest We Forget” 
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“Mac” McNeil, WSMI 
Now 97 Years Young 


Ernest “Mac” McNeil, W5MI, 
celebrated his 97th birthday on August 
6. Mac has been a ham for 80 years, 
having begun ham operations in 191] 
as a teenager. 

He learned of one of the original 
hams in the New Orleans area in those 
years who happened to live across the 
street from his Sunday School classes. 
It was there that his interest in ham 
radio began. 

In those days, everything had to 
be hand-built, and he made capacitors 
from the candy jars then commonly 
found in groceries. He wound his coils 
and put together a spark transmitter 
and a receiver. 

No license was required and hams 
chose their own call letters. Mac 
picked BF because “it had a good 
sound to it.” He later got his license, 
and the call SAW. 


“Mac” McNeil, WSMI—80 years a ham 

Mac moved to Brusly, LA to 
work for Cinclare Sugar Plantation 
and later became the General Man- 
ager, a position he held for 30 years 
until his retirement. He now lives at 
St. James Place on Lee Drive. 

His son, WSCKI, lives in Hous- 
ton, TX, and a granddaughter also 
recently became a ham. 

Mac has just a handheld rig on 2 
meters in his room, and you'll some- 
times hear him on the QCWA net, 
Sunday nights on the 146.79 repeater. 

Congratulations, Mac—97 years 
young, and 80 years a ham. We wish 
you many, many more, OM.

QSO PARTY for 1992. There are Awards, but 
remember this is a party not a contest, and treat it as 
such. 


In 1991 we had 136 CW and 121 Phonelogs 
submitted for checking. We know there were lots 
more of you that participated and we wish you had 
sent in your logs. Keep up the good work and lets 
have even more and more QCWA participation and 
submitted logs. Some Chapters are among the 
mssing, please talk it up and see if we can’t get at 
least one from every active chapter in both parties. 


A little history: Back in 1957, Stan Belliveau, 
W7AYO, is a moment of inspiration, started the first 
QSO Party. It was made into a real success by Dr. 
Spike, W7OS and Charles Emigh, W7ER. Lets try 
to follow in their footsteps. There have been many 
changes over the years and the 1991 Parties brought 
many computer logs, which is the latest technology. 
Even with all the changes, lets try to follow in the 
footsteps of those QCWA members who started the 
QSO Parties. 


This is to be a FUN party. There will be 
plaques for the top PHONE and CW scores world- 
wide, Certificates will be issued to the high scoring 
stations, both phone and CW, in the United States 
and in each of the six Continents - Europe, Asia, 
Africa, South America, Oceania and North America.

OFFICIAL RULES 


CONTACTS 


Each contact with another QCWA Member will 
count as a single (1) point on each band. 


MULTIPLIER 


This QSO Party has only one multiplier. Every 
new Chapter worked is a multiplier of (1). You can 
count a Chapter only once, regardless of how many 
bands you work. If you do not belong to a Chapter, 
you may use “AL” (at large) in place of a Chapter 
Number. When counting “AL” contacts as a 
multiplier only one “AL” from each State, Country 
or Province will count regardless of how many 
bands you work. 


SCORING 


(1) The total number of contacts times the 
total number of mulipliers equals your final score. 


(2) Each Chapter can only be counted once 
or only one (1) “AL” contact from each state, 
province or country can be counted as a multiplier 
only once. 


(3) Do not use a different set of numbers 
when changing bands. Make your contact numbers 
in order. 


(4) The last page of your log must show 
the total number of contacts times the total number 
of mulitpliers.
